Councilmember Huizar joined with the Bureau of Sanitation and Eagle Rock and Highland Park residents and 
organizationsSaturday morning to celebrate the planting of 272 trees, which for Eagle Rock represents the largest street tree 
planting effort in 50 years. 

Participating organizations in this collaborative effort include the Eagle Rock Neighborhood Council, Take Back the Boulevard 
Initiative, The Eagle Rock Association (TERA), Collaborative Eagle Rock Beautiful, Historic Highland Park Neighborhood 
Council, North East Trees and TreePeople. The City's Bureau of Street Services, Urban Forestry Division planted the trees. 

Through a grant, Sanitation secured funding to carve out sidewalk trees wells and plant 200 trees -another 72 trees were 
funded by individual donors. Councilmember Huizar worked with Northeast organizations to map out one by one where the 272 
trees would be planted along Colorado and Eagle Rock boulevards in Eagle Rock and Figueroa Street and York Boulevard in 
Highland Park. Since Sanitation’s grant only funded the planting of trees, Councilmember Huizar partnered with neighborhood 
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organizations to fund Northeast Trees maintaining, caring and watering the trees for more than two years to ensure they stay 
healthy and robust. 

“This was a once in a lifetime opportunity to be able to plant 272 trees in Eagle Rock and Highland Park,” said Councilmember 
Huizar. “But young trees without water and regular maintenance will not survive, so I'm proud to team up with our Eagle Rock 
and Highland Park community organizations and environmental partners to ensure that these trees will not only survive but 
thrive for years to come.” 

Councilmember Huizar also announced Saturday that through his Clean Communities Initiative and a partnership with the Eagle 
Rock Neighborhood Council and Sanitation, starting this week, 43 Automated Litter Bins (ALBs) will be installed across Eagle 
Rock. 

The 39 trash and four recycling hard plastic bins are more durable and will replace the inferior wire basket bins. The new ALBs 
will also be added to locations that currently do not have trash bins.

Tenants at this low-income government assisted building had received a 5% rent increase 
in June, which may be illegal. The Chinese-speaking tenants had also received a new lease agreement that was 43 pages and 
in English. CES' Director of Organizing Carlos Aguilar & Lead Affordable Housing Organizer Joel Montano participated in 
leading the meeting. Little Tokyo Service Center helped with translation. 

Sharon Lowe, a member of Team Cedillo, thanked CES organizers for their help in saying, "You were all great and most 
definitely helped to put the tenants at ease and helped to de-stress them and put their fears to rest, which was the most 
important objective of last evening's meeting. They came away knowing they were not on their own, that they had the support of 
CD 1 and that the City and State were in communications and working on their behalf, and they had CES tenant advocates 
alongside them to ensure their rights as tenants were protected. They also came away unified and with a constructive action 
plan."
